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RING-NECKED  PHEASANT  REGULATIONS  -  1961 


By  order  of  the  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission  that  portion  of  the  state  of  Montana 
lying  east  of  the  Continental  Divide  shall  be  open  to  the  hunting  of  ring-necked  pheasants 
(Phasianus  torquatos)  for  a  portion  of  each  day  from  sunrise  to  sunseto.  That  portion  of 
the  state  of  Montana  lying  west  of  the  Continental  Divide  shall  be  open  to  the  hunting  of 
ring-necked  pheasants  for  a  portion  of  each  day  from  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  until 
sunseto  Sunrise-sunset  times  shall  be  computed  on  the  sunrise-sunset  schedule  by  zones 
adopted  by  the  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission0  The  op^n  season  shall  begin  at  noon  on 
October  22,  1961  and  continue,  in  compliance  with  the  regulations  listed  herein,  through 
November  19,  196l„

Limits  The  daily  limit  shall  be  three  (3)  cock  pheasants  per  person0 

The  possession  limit  shall  be  six  (6)  cock  pheasants  per 
person  after  the  opening  dayQ  (See  exceptions) 

Means  of  Takings  Ring-necked  pheasants  may  be  taken  with  a  shotgun  not  larger 

than  a  ten  gauge  or  long  bow  and  arrow0  All  other  means  of 
taking  prohibited,.  Field  dressed  pheasants  must  have  the  head 
and  feet  attached,, 

Exceptions! 

Kinsey  Irrigation  Areas  From  October  22,  1961  through  October  29,  1961  in  zhe  following 

described  area  in  Custer  County,  it  shall  be  legal  to  include 
three  (3)  pheasants  of  either  sex  in  the  daily  limit  and  six 
(6)  pheasants  of  either  sex  in  the  possession  limit,.  Hen 
pheasants  taken  must  be  legally  tagged  by  Montana  Fish  and  Game 
Department  personnel  before  they  may  be  legally  removed  from 
the  areas  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  main  canal  and 
the  Yellowstone  River  at  Pump  Station  No„  19  thence  in  a  northerly 
direction  along  the  east  bank  of  the  main  canal  to  Pump  Station 
No„  2,  thence  in  a  northeasterly  direction  along  the  north  bank 
of  the  Highline  Canal  to  the  junction  of  said  canal  and  the 
county  road  near  the  Earl  Hillier,  Jr„9  farm,  thence  south  along 
the  road  to  the  junction  of  the  middle  canal 9  thence  in  a  north¬ 
easterly  direction  along  the  north  bank  of  the  middle  canal  to 
the  junction  with  the  lower  canal 9  thence  northeasterly  dong 
the  north  bank  of  the  lower  canal  to  Harris  Creek,  thence  in  a 
southerly  direction  along  the  west  bank  of  the  Harris  Creek  to 
the  Yellowstone  River,  thence  in  a  southwesterly  direction  up 
the  north  bank  of  the  Yellowstone  River  to  the  main  canal 9  the

From  October  22,  1961  through  October  29,  1961  in  the  following 
described  area  in  Cascade  and  Teton  counties,  it  shall  be  legal 
to  include  one  hen  pheasant  in  the  daily  limit  and  two  hen 
pheasants  in  the  possession  limit.  Hen  pheasants  taken  must  be 
legally  tagged  by  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Department  personnel 
before  they  may  be  legally  removed  from  the  area:  Those  portions 
of  Teton  and  Cascade  counties  bounded  by  a  line  beginning  at 
Power  running  westward  along  the  Great  Northern  railroad  to 
Eastham  Junction,  thence  south  along  the  county  road  four  miles, 
thence  west  one  mile,  thence  south  three  miles,  thence  eastward 
five  miles  on  the  county  road  and  one  mile  on  Highway  89  to 
Fairfield,  thence  east  two  and  one-half  miles  on  Highway  89, 
south  one  mile,  east  two  and  one-half  miles  on  Highway  89, thence 
east  on  the  county  road  seven  and  one-half  miles,  thence  north 
one  mile,  east  one  mile,  north  one-half  mile,  and  eastward  two 
miles  to  the  Great  Northern  railroad,  thence  northward  along  the 
railroad  to  Power,  the  point  of  beginning. 


Area:  The  following  described  portion  of  the  Fort  Peck  Game  Range  shall 

be  open  to  the  hunting  of  pheasants  from  November  5,  1961 
through  November  12,  1961.  Shooting  hours,  limits  and  means  of 
taking  shall  comply  to  statewide  regulations.  Those  portions  of 
Valley,  Phillips,  Fergus,  Petroleum  and  Garfield  counties  lying 
within  the  following  described  boundary.  Beginning  at  the  Fred 
Robinson  Bridge  on  Montana  Highway  19,  thence  south  on  Highway  19 
to  the  Fort  Peck  Game  Range  boundary,  thence  east  along  the  Fort 
Peck  Game  Range  boundary  to  the  Hell  Creek  Road,  thence  north  on 
the  Hell  Creek  road  to  the  shoreline  of  Fort  Peck  Reservoir, 
thence  westerly  along  the  shoreline  of  Fort  Peck  Reservoir  to  a 
point  due  south  of  the  mouth  of  Beauchamp  Creek,  thence  due 
north  across  Fort  Peck  Reservoir  to  Beauchamp  Creek,  thence  north 
along  Beauchamp  Creek  to  the  Fort  Peck  Game  Range  boundary, 
thence  westerly  along  said  boundary  to  Highway  19,  thence  south 
on  Highway  19  to  the  Fred  Robinson  Bridge,  the  point  of  beginning 
Except  the  following  described  areas  as  posted  shall  be  closed: 
Jim  Kipp  State  Park,  Township  21  North,  Range  24  East,  Section 
31  and  32;  Sipparay  Ann  Administrative  Site,  Township  22  North, 
Range  24  East,  Section  36  and  Township  22  North,  Range  25  East, 
Section  31.
